HE  FINAL  30-DAY  DRIVE  of  the  sprin|^  campaign  to  control  tlie 
corn  borer  has  opened,    ITev/  York  and  Pennsylvania  be{^an  com^ 
pulsory  clean-up  ope rat lor s  last  week  and  have  already  served 
200  notices  to  farmers  who  have  failed  to    pass  inspection* 
Ohio,  Ifichigan,  and  India,na  began  the  work  this  week.  County 
corn-oorer  supervisors  fron  Ohio  and  Michigan  met  at  Toledo 
on  I'.ity  11  to  receive  final  instructions  from  L.  H.  '"orthley, 
field  administrator,  before  begirLning  the  final  drive  to  con- 
trol the  borer.    The  60  supervisors  v/hc  attended  the  picetin^,  and  the  inspec- 
tors working  under  their  direction,  have  received  author: zat ion  from  tlie  State 
departments  of  agricultixre  in  Ohio  and  Michigan  to  act  as  State  agents  in  en- 
forcing oorn-borer  regu.lations.    Each  of  the  supervisors  has  been  given  for 
his  inspectors  and  himself,  cards  which  ide^itify  each  as  an  agent  having  full 
authority  under  State  law  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  the  corn-borer  act. 

In  order  to  co.riplete  the  work  vatnin  the  next  30  days  the  pres- 
ent force  of  ap.jroxj mately  400  insr^ectcrs  in  Ohio  and  Michigan  will  be  almost 
doubled,

PROGRESS  REPORTS  FROLI  THE  COUITTIES 

The  Sim  at  last  shines  on  the  western  section  of  the  con- 
trol area  and  the  voluntary  clean-up  work  is  oeing  pushed  rapidly.  Daring 
the  month  of  April,  Indiana  received  more  than  twice  the  average  April  rain- 
fall for  the  last  four  years,  and  Ohio  was  about  in  the  same  fix.  Plowing 
and  burning  in  both  States  has  been  greatly  retarded  by  the  rain.    Hand  pick- 
up work  was  about  the  only  kind  that  could  be  done.    The  comity  agent  of 
Defiance  County,  Ohio,  reports  that  la.st  v;eek  was  the  first  time  this  spring 
tnat  farmers  v/ere  not  handicapped  by  rain.    They  are  now  working  day  and 
night  to  finish  the  clean-up  and  seed  their  oats  and  barley.    In  the  eastern 
section,  the  weather  has  been  more  favorable  and  the  clean-up  has  been  satis- 
factory in  most  regions. 

Inspectors  in  \7ayne  Cotuity,  Ohio,  report  less  tlian  a  do?on 
farmers  xiho  have  thus  far  ref^ised  to  cooperate.    The  interest  of  t?ie  farmers 
in  Seneca  County,  Ohio,  has  been  shov/n  by  their  voluntary  calls  at  the  county 
agent's  office  to  learn  about  the  regulations.    During  the  month  of  April, 
about  150  of  these  farmer  callers  were  received  each  week.    School  boys  iai 
':Villiams  and  '£ooi  Counties ,  Ohio  are  doing  their  sViare  by  -working  in  the  fields 
to  help  the  farmers. 

In  reporting  a  trip  made  through  the  southeastern  and  "tiLamh" 
district  of  Llichigan,  one  of  the  field  men  from  the  Tol^^do  headquarters  says, 
"It  is  almost  impossible  to  find  a  field  of  cornstalks  that  did  not  show 
evidences  of  voluntary  clean-up.    Not  only  ]md  machine  work  been  done  in  mosl 
of  these  fields,  but  a  very  large  majority  had  been  hand  picked  and  all  small 
stubble  disposed  of.    Tlie  spirit  in  I.tichigan  has  been  fine  and  the  farmers 
have  shov/ii  every  inclination  to  handle  the  work  in  the  very  best  way  possible. 
Tlie  slogan  has  been  *One  hundred  per  cent  clean-up  on  every  farm..'"

fullest  and  v/idest  publicity  regarding  the  progress  of  the  campaign  and  the 
activities  of  State  and  Federal  agencies  in  connection  with  it. 


The  consistently  cooperative  attitude  toward  the  ct'^mpaigri 
taken  "by  the  newspapers  in  the  clean-up  area  is  ample  evidence  that  if  the 
facts  regarding  the  further  activites  of  farmers  and  cooperative  State  and 
Federal  agencies  in  connection  v/ith  the  campaign  are  given  to  them  in  a  fair 
and  impartial  v/ay,  such  facts  will  "be  brought  to  wide  public  attention. 


Consequently  the  attention  of  county  agricultural  agents> 
county  corn-borer  supervisors,  and  other  field  workers  is  directed  to  the 
very  practical  suggestions  on  getting  campaign  nev/s  before  the  public,  of- 
fered by  John  R.  Fleming,  Ohio  extension  nev/s  editor,  to  the  county  agricul- 
tural agents  in  his  State  in  a  letter  dated  April  29,  copy  of  which  follows:

To  County  Agents  in  the  Corn-Borer  Courities: 


For  the  remainder  of  the  corn-borer  control  campaign,  news- 
papers see  two  big  stories  in  prospect; 

One,  the  story  of  the  clean-up,  farm  by  farm,  township  by 
township,  county  by  county.  State  by  State,    The  other  big  story  all 
newspapers  will  want  should  it  "break,"  would  be  news  of  any  opposi- 
tion to  Government  clean-up. 

Tliere  are  those  in  this  campaign  who  would  like  to  stress 
the  first  story  and  suppress  the  second.    But  both  are  news  and  both 
will  be  printed, 

Now  to  help  the  newspapers  get  these  stories  (a  service  that 
will  of  course  help  the  campaign,  we  may  as  well  frankly  admit)  we 
have  these  plans: 

Inspectors'   farm  reports  will  be  compiled  at  Toledo,  and 
weekly  reports  on  the  progress  of  the  clean-up  in  each  county  will  be 
sent  to  all  papers  in  the  area  in  all  five  States;  copies  of  these  re- 
ports, v/ritten  as  news,  v/ill  also  be  mailed  to  county  agent's  offices.

This  will  provide  the  skeleton,  at  least,  of  local  coiuity 
news  oil  the  clean-up,    '?o  put  flesh  on  that  skeleton,  the  coim- 
ty  corn-borei*  supervisor  shotild  ^et  in  touch  ever"  v/cek  wi-':h  the 
count j-  newspapers. 

Few  s"'3pervi sors,  I  recot^ni'^.e,  like  to  write.     In  seme  coun- 
ties the  county  a^ent  has  alre?.d;^r  arran-red  for  the  supervisor  to 
keep  notes  on  thirii:;s  of  interest  during  the  week,  and  turn  those 
notes  over  to  hin  (the  county  a^'erit )  every  Saturdaj''  morning  for 
distrioution  in  news  forri,  to  the  papers.    I-rohaoly  it  is  "best  to 
have  all  tliose  stories  carr^r  the  s^.ipervisor*  s,  not  the  county 
agent's  nar.e. 

Ai-j^'  method  will  do  so  long  as  the  news  £;ets  to  the  papers. 
It  v;ill  have  considerable  ir^fluence  on  the  progress  of  tiie  clean- 
up, if  for  ir.starxe,  "he  newspaper  can  carr3'  stories  saying  more 
than  80  per  cent  of  this  county's  cornfields  are  ready  for  in- 
spection, etc.    i.Iovenents  of  the  mchinery  and  inspectors,  the 
area  covered  each  v/eek,  and  questions  and  aiis"//ers,  all  consti- 
tute sources  of  nev'-s  for  the  sn^pervisor. 

As  for  stories  of  opposition,  you  won't  have  to  worry 
about  such  nev.'s  reachin-^-  the  papers.    V»'e  might  v/orry  a  bit, 
though,  about  the  form  in  which  srach  nev;s  is  printed.  Often 
facts  are  conspicuously^  absent. 

If  3''ou  detect  ar^y  fireworks  in  the  offing,  please  let  lue 
know;  if  necessary-,  by  wire  or  phone.    Y/lien  possible,  I'll  get 
to  the  sceue  of  the  fireworks  and  write  the  stery  for  tVfe  press 
associations.     In  that  v;ay  it  ought  to  be  possible  tc  get  all 
the  facts  in  each  case  for  the  newspapers.      Some  of  the  big 
dailies  have  already  asked  me  to  v;ire  them  stories  v/hen  tJie  news 
value  of  the  story  justifies  putting  it  on  the  v/ire. 

There  are  a  fev/  of  the  4-2  infested  counties  which  neither 
iir.  Trj^ssler  nor  I  visited  in  April.     If  the  agents  iia  those 
counties  still  crave  the  soothing  balm  of  our  presence,  they 
have  tut  to  write  a2id  su.ggest  aates.    Ttie  first  week  in  Ifey  is 
full,  but  the  rest  of  the  month  is  onen,  exclusive  of  Ivbndays 
and  Satva-days.    We  nrast  have  ohose  days  at  liorae  to  take  cn.ro  of 
the  baby.
